HE Bavarian Nation owes its Origi- 
nal and Grandeur to France. Its. 
People are Deſcended from the Baijg 
or Bojjans, ancient Inhabitants of the. 
Province of Bourbonnois,, and its Princes from 
the Race of Charlemaign being all of them 
the Offspring of the ancient Gaules; for tho' 
the Franks entring Gaul from beyond the Rhine 
were the Founders of the French Monarehy; yer 
this was long after the Gaules had made 
their Name dy and ſpread the Terror of 
their Arms beyond the Rhine and Alps, as ſhall 
be here a declar'd, as. mo ground of this

Ambigatus, one of the Wiſeſt Princes that e- 
ver Reign'd among thoſe the Romans call'd Bar- 
barians, RuPd that part of Gaul which lies be- 
twixt the Ocean and the Brannovicians, a People 
| bordering on the Allobroges, who had Kings of 
their own. This Monarch fearing leſt the im- 
menſe multitude of his Subjects, which daily 
increas'd by Peace and Plenty, might occaſion 
Troubles at home, the Country growing too 
narrow to contain them, he drew out 300900 
Men of the Able Youth well Arm'd, dividing 
them into ſeveral Bodies under Wiſe Com- 
manders, to go make themſelves Settlements in 
other Countries. Being at Peace with their 
neighbouring Nations, they were forc'd to Tra- 
vel farther to ſeek Places to dwell in. Germany, 
Italy, Greece, Macedon, Thracia, the Provinces 
of Aſia next to Europe, the Britiſh Iſlands, and 
that part of Spain which is next the Pyrenean 
Mountains, were the places where they planted 
their Colonies, and erected themſelves Principa- 
lities. The Actions of them all do not any 
way belong to the preſent Hiſtory, and there- 
fore we ſhall content our ſelves to deliver what 

ſhall make for our purpoſe. 
As for the name of theſe Boijans, Authors 
vary very much, as is uſual in the like caſes. 
Some will have it, that theſe Gauls ſettling in 
the Hercinian Foreſt, which the ancient Celts 
call'd Bois, thence the Greeks and Romans gave 
them the name of Boij. Others with leſs like- 
lihood pretend, that one Boamond coming out 
of Armenia, under the Emperors Auguſtus and 
1 | | Tiberius, 
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Tiberius, gave his Name to this Nation, which 


had been known in Italy Six Ages before. How- 
ever it was, for the original of Names is al- 
ways uncertain, this we ate aſſur'd of, that the 
name of Boij, or Boijans, Or Baibares, or Boioba- 


res, was by degrees chang'd into that of Bava- 


rians, which we are to make uſe of in this Hi- 
ſtory. er 5 „ 

If we may believe Joſephus, the Gauls and 
other European Nations, are the Offspring of 
Fapbeth, the Son of Noab, and the Bavarians 
being deſcended from the Celte, the Nobleſt 
People of Gaul, we muſt reckon them original- 
ly Gauls, and conſequently of the Race of Fa- 
pbet, without fetching their original from Aſia. 
Livy and Fuſtin have given us a plain Account 
of the paſſing of the Bavarians ont of the Cel- 
tick Gaul into Germany. They tel] us that Gaul 


not being able to contain the number of its In- 
| habitants, the People of Berry, who were then 


Maſters of Gallia Celtica, perſwaded their King 
Ambigatus to ſend ſome Colonies abroad, which 


the Celts eaſily embrac'd, as being fond of the 
vain name of Liberty, and of making glorious 
Conqueſts under Belloveſus and Sigoveſus, Princes 


of the Blood, and Sons to a Siſter of Amiiga- 
tus. Theſe Chiefs ſet out at the head of 300000 
Men, Belloveſus paſs' d the Alps, and ſettled a- 


long the Banks of the River Po, and having 


defeated the Tuſcaus, mix'd with the Inſubrians, 


and was the Founder of the Famous City of Mi- 


lan. Sigoveſus {truck off to the left, towards 
the Danube and the Hercinian Foreſt, and ha- 
ving fix'd his abode there, ſoon after went o- 


ver to aſſiſt his Companions, who met with

greater Oppoſition in 7taly, and haviag ſeen 
them well ſettled there, repaſs'd the Alps a- 
gain with his Followers. From that time the 
Boijans gave always good proofs of their worth. 


They aſſiſted the Romans in ſeveral Expeditions, 
and deſtroy'd many Towns, and built others; 


and if we may believe Juſtin, belides Milan, 


they founded 'Coma, Breſcia, Verona, Bergamo, 
Trent, Vicenza, & Bologna, which the Latins 
call'd Bononia. Here they continued for above 


200 Vears, during which time they joyn'd with 


their Brethren the Gauls, who under Brennus 
invaded Italy, and aſſiſted them in deſttoying 
of Rome. From thence forward they had con- 


tinual Wars with the Romans, and aſſiſted Han- 


nibal againſt them. After the expelling of the 
Carthaginians, the fortune of the Boijans began 
to decline, and having ſuſtaind many Loſſes, 


they at laſt receiv'd a great overthrow from 
Cornelius Naſica, who flew above 20800 
of their Men, and took 4000 Priſoners. Theſe 


Misfortunes made them reſolve to quit the 
Country, rather than ſubmit to the Roman 


Yoke, + as accordingly they did, and repaſſing 


the Alps, they after ſo long a ſeparation re- 


join'd their Country-men, who had ſettled. 


their Habitations, as was ſaid before, in the 
Country of Noricum, along the River Danube, 
which is now Bavaria, This retreat of theirs 
was in the Year 565 after the Building Rome. 
Theſe Two Branches of the ſame Nation of the 


Boijans being again united in the Hercinian Fo- 


reſt, were the Fathers of the Tolito-boijans, who 
over-run Pannonia, Thrace, Greece, and Aſia. 


What Actions were perform d during theſe 200

Years above-mention'd, by the Baja of the 


A 


Hercinian Foreſt, who were the Bavarians, does 
not appear, all ancient Authors being filent as - 


to them, though it is likely they were not idle; 


but their Genius was rather for acting, than for 
Writing, and the Roman and Gracian Hiſtorians 
make no mention of them, either becauſe by rea- 
ſon of their diſtance they were ignorant of 
their Exploits, or that they contemn'd all Na- 
tions, and would not give any the glory of be- 
ing Brave beſides themſelves, or thoſe they ha 
to do with. Neither have we any better informa - 


tion for another Hundred of Years, after the 


Boijaus of Italy rejoin'd their Brethren. on the 


Danube, ſo that we have the whole term of 
300 Years entirely loſt, during which it is not 


to be imagin'd but they had enough to do a- 


mong ſo many Warlike Nations, who would 


not ſuffer them to poſleſs themſelves of ſo great 
a Tract of Land as they did along the Danube 


on both ſides, without diſputing, it with them. 


However, ſince theſe things are bury'd in ob- 
livion we will not ſupply their Defect, as ſome 
Authors do, with Fables, or like others with 
the Actions of the Gauls in 44a, Greece, and 
other parts, but rather proceed to thoſe times

when we can begin to find ſome particular light 


of our Bavarians. 


The Cimbrians having over- run a great part 
of Europe, without any conſiderable oppoſition, 


met their Firſt Diſgrace among the Boans, 


Theſe had refus'd to grant them paſſage tre? 


their Lands, and were therefore furiouſly at- 


tack d by them, but without Succeſs, for the 
with ſo much Bravery, 


Botjans receiv'd them 
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that they were oblig'd to give back, and ſeek 
another way. This Action was the more 
Glorious, becauſe theſe Cimbrians had before 

. defeated the Conſul Cneius Carbo in Hlyricum, 
and Marcus Silanus, and Scaurus Aurelius with 
80000 Romans in Gaule, They had alſo rout- 
ed Servilius Cepio, and Cajus Mullius, and kill'd 
Caſſius and Piſo, ravaging all Gaule and part 
of Spain; till they were totally overthrown 
by Marius, near the River Rhone in Provence. 
Some time after this Deſtruction of the Cim- 
brians, the Helvetians, now calPd the Swiſs, 
being joyn'd by the Boijans, to the Number 
of zocooo, made an Inruption into Gaule, 
where Julius Ceſar, who then commanded the 
Roman Army, put a ſtop to their Progreſs, 
as may be ſeen at large in his Commentaries. 
The Boijaus who had kept them Company in 
their Expedition were invited by the People 
of Autun, to ſettle among them, and take ſhare 
of their Lands and Towns, which they readily 
embrac'd, and afterwardsran their Fortune, whe- 
ther Good or Bad, being always well treatedby 
Julius Cæ ſar, when he had ſubdu'd that Country. 
Let us now return to the Boijans, who de- 
parted from about the River PO, to ſettle on 
the Danube, and met with much Trouble from 
the Rhetians, now call'd the Griſont. Theſe 
People ſtill incens'd, becauſe the Boijans had 
formerly drove them out of Jtaly, took now 
a Bloody Revenge, and cut the Throats of 
as many as poſlibly they could, contrary to 
the Laws of Hoſpitality. However, it is moſt 
certain that the Boijans were never defeated 
in Fight by the Rbetians, and only ſuffer'd by 
ae | 1 their 
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their Ambuſhes and Treachery, but for which 
they had found no Difficulty in repaſſing the 
Alps. Thoſe that ſettled. along the River 
Inn, had Bloody Wars with the Daciaus, by 
whom they were at laſt utterly deſtroy'd. 
The others who planted themſelves in the Her- 
cinian Foreſt, were ſet upon by Maro hoduus, 
King of the Marcomans, and forc'd to leave their 
Habitations, Here Authors -vary about what 
became of them, ſome will have them to re- 
main mix'd with the Marcomans, and others 
give many other Accounts of them, too tedi- 
cous to trouble the Reader, but what we find 
moſt likely among them, is that they retir d 
into the adjoyning Provinces, under the Pro- 
tection of the Romans, which Strabo confirms 
in ſeveral Places, where he writes that the 
Boijans in the Days of Auguſtus, were Neigh- 
bours to the Vindelicians, and the Swiſs, which 
muſt be underſtood of thoſe Boijams, that were 
expell'd the Hercinian Foreſt by the Marcomans. 
Hence we may juſtly conclude that they were 
receiv'd into the Country of Noricum, as is 
confirm'd by Jornandes, who writ the Exploits 
of the Goths, ſome Ages later, when he aſ- 
{ures that the Boijans continu'd in the Country 
of Noricum 473 Years , after thoſe Countries 
were ſubdu'd by the Romans. More might be 
added to corroborate what has been ſaid, but 
this ſeems to ſaffice, and it only remains to 
know at what time the Boijans began to inha- 
bit the Country beyond the Danube, now call'd 
the Nordgaw. According to Julius Capitolinus, 


in his Life of Mareus Antoninus, they firſt” 


entred this Country, in the Days of the afore- 
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ſaid Emperor, after the Defeat of the Marcomants, 


\

and about the Year of Chriſt 197. Oroſius ob- 
ſerves the ſame, and adds, that the Noriſquians 


having made room for the Boijans, theſe laſt 


gain'd ſo much upon the Emperor Antonin's 


Affections, by the Reputation of their Virtue, 
that it gave Occaſion to ſome Authors to af- 

firm, that he was himſelf by Nation a Bojan. 

Ihe Boij aus receiv'd the Light of the Go- 
ſpel late, being long involv'd in that Dark- 


neſs, which cover'd the greateſt part of Eu- 


rope. Beſides the Gauliſh Superſtitions, and the 


avings of the Druides, which kept them in 
Blindneſs from their very] Birth, and beſides 
all they had inbib'd from their Anceſtors, they 
added the Idolatry of their Neighbours to 
their own. Suetonius in the Life of Claudius, 


and Vopiſcus in that of Numerianus, ſpeak thus 


of them. Mercury had the Firſt Place among 
their Gods, and they ador'd him as the Inven- 
tor. of Arts, the Guide of Travellers, and the 
Patron of Trade, all which they had inherited 
from the Doctrine of the Gaules. They wor- 
ſhipp'd Apollo, as the God of Phyſick, Minerva 
as Goddeſs of Manufactures, Jupiter, as Lord 


of Heaven, and Mars as the Sovereign of War. 
From the Germans, they took Vulcan, the Moon, 


1 and Iſis. Theſe were the Principal 
Idolatries of the Bojjans, before the Light of 


the Goſpel ſhin'a among them. 


It is a very difficult Task to diſcover the 


 Adtions of the Boijans of the Country of Nori- 
cum, for ſo many Years as they ſerv'd under 


the Roman Standards, becauſe what we Read 
Jn their Annals of one Ingeramus, ſurnam'd Her- 
0 geo | a. an 3 
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minius, of one Adalgerus, of one 7 heodor, and 
ſome others, looks too like a Fable, and is no 


where to be found in approv'd Authors. It is 


better to adhere to Probabilſty and repeat 
what has been ſaid before, that, in this parti- 
ticular, it fares with the Boijans as with other 
Nations, which have wanted Hiſtorians, and 
have as it were lain hid for ſome time in the 
Darkneſs of Oblivion. Like Rivers, which, 
after a conſiderable Cour ſe, are loſt under 
Ground, and riſe again at ſome Diſtance larger 
and fairer than t they were before; ſo the 
Boijans ,, after they had been long „ee in 
Italy „ Aſia, ia, Gaule and Jiyricum, were in a 


| . loſt to the Knowledge of the World 


for ſome time, that their Renown might af- 
terwards ſpread farther Abroad, and ſhine the 


brighter among all Nations. This Change 


was wrought by the Diſſolution of the Roman 
Empire, out of which ſo many Sovereignties 
were erected. The Barbarous Northern Nati- 


ons, leaving their Barren Frozen Countries 


broke out like Tor rents, to ſeek New Seats, 
bearing down all before them „and rending in 
pieces that Mighty Monarchy. of Xome, which 
had been ſo many Ages raiſing its ſelf to the 
Sovereignty of the beſt part of the then known 
World. The Huns and Gotbs ſpread Deſſola- 
tion through the leſſer Aſia and Greece. A 
few Years after Scythia, Thrace, Macedon, Theſ- 


 ſaly , Epirus, Dalmatia , Dacia, and the Two 3 5 
Pannonias felt the Fury of the ſame Huns and 


Goths, the Sarmatians , the Quad: , the Alans, 


the Vandals and the n The Heruli 


as their Terror in 8 Parts, the * 
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les ſhook off the Yoke of the Roman Empire, 


Africk revolted, Spain was abandon'd to the 
Barbarons Nations, Germany reaſſum'd its Li- 
berty, Italy had ſeveral Maſters, and no part 
of the Empire, was free from Oppreſlion or 
Danger. In this Univerſal Confulion , the 
Boijans calling to mind their Ancient Gran- 
deur, began again to ſhow themſelves, and 


making their Advantage of the favourable Op- 


portunity that offer'd, ſoon gave the World 
Occaſion to talk of them. It was about the 
Year 373. and in the Reign of the Emperors 
Valens and Gratian, that they by Degrees made 
themſelves Maſters of all the Country of No- 
ricum, of Auſtria, Tyrol , and part of Rbetia, 
which we call the Country of the Griſons. 
In thoſe Days the Borders of the Country 
inhabited by the Boiſaus, extended much far- 
ther than thoſe of Bavaria, do at preſent , 
and their Dominions were divided into Four 
Tetrarchies, all which nevertheleſs own'd one 
Supreme Head, or Sovereign. Paulus Diaconus, 
ſays, they were then Maſters of Suabia, Au- 
ſtria, Stiria, Pannonia, and part of Italy. But 
in the Year 1151, Frederick Barbaruſſa, re- 
duc'd them to a narrower Compaſs, when in 


the Diet of Ratisbon, he gave Auſtria,, with 


fome other Lordſhips belonging to the Boijans, 
to his Uncle Henry, as may appear by the 
publick Acts and Records preſerv'd by the 


Care of Andrew, Prieſt of Ratisbon, who pro- 
duces this Grant of the Emperor Frederick, As 


for the time when this Nation receiv'd the 
Light of the Goſpel, there is great Likeli- 
hood, it was in the Camp of the Emperor 

5 hrs Marcus 
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Marcus Aurelius Antoninus, the Philoſopher, 
when in the Year of Chtiſt 176, as Tertullian 
writes, the Legion, call'd Fulminatrix, or the 
Lightning Legion, which had Knowledge of 
Jeſus Chriſt, by its Prayers obtain d Water of 
Heaven for the Army, then ready to periſh 
for Want of it, and Vidory over its Ene- 
mies, by whom it was cloſe beſer. I will 
here leave the Name of Boijans with the 
Darkneſs of Paganiſm, to make uſe for the 
future of that of Bavarians, The Firſt that 
Preach'd the Goſpel in Bavaria, was one St. 
Laurence, not the Spaniard, who ſuffer'd Mar- 
tyrdom on a Grid-Iron, but another of the 
ſame Name, ſent by St. "Peter , or St. Mark, 
or by Hermagoras Biſhop of Aquilea, ſo much 
do Authors vary, who labour'd with ſuch 
Succeſs, that the Bavarians erected a Chappel 
in Honour of him, which is ſtanding to this 
Day. Euſebius, Bede, Baronins, and Raderus 
mention Two Lucius , Holy Men, who con- 
triboted their Labour towards confirming the 
Bavarians in the Faith. Some think the one 
of them was Son to Simon the Cyrenean, who 
help'd our Saviour to carry the Croſs; the 
other, Authors of Credit afirm, was the Fa- 
mous Britiſh King Lucius, who being con- 
verted left his Crown to propogate the Go- 
ſpel. Several Years after St. Maximilian , 
| Biſhop of Lorł, the Ancient Metropolis of Ba- 
Daria, now oniy a Monaſtery in Auſtria, where 
the Ens falls into the Danube, employ'd himſelf 
in cultivating the Chriſtian Religion in thoſe 
parts. Having given this Account of the O- 
riginal of. the Bavarians , and of their Con- 


verſion | 
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verſion to Chriſtianity, „ Which is as much as 
can well be found in creditable Authors 
concerning them, we wil nom come to latter 
Ages, in which we ſhall find more Light, and: 
the Reader more ee . |

Variance among Authors. Brunerus and Vel- 
Ferns, Who have examin'd all the reſt, and 
writ: Learned Diſſertations on this Subject, 
are at laſt forc'd to ground their Opinions 
on Conjectures. Velſerus, who is curious in 
the Search of Antiquity, judges, by the An- 
cient Laws of a King of France, which were 
in uſe among the Bavarians above an Age be- 
fore Jheodon, that this Prince was of the 
Race of the Agilolfingians, deſcended from the 
Famous Agilolfus, a Perſon in great Reputa- 
tion among them, long Before Pharamond went 
- into 
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into France, and of this Family were the An- 


1 - 
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cient Bavarian Princes. Caſſiodorus informs us. 
that Theodon came into Bavaria, and was there 
receiv'd às Prince by Right of Inheritance, 
and the Conſent of Theodorick, King of the 0- 
ſtrogoths, who was then powerful both on this 


fide and beyond the Alps, in Jtaly, and on the 


Danube; for it is not probable that Theodor 
could poſſeſs himſelf of the Country by Force, 
under ſo Great and Mighty a Conqueror. Pro- 
copius and others have writ the Hiſtory of 
that Potent King, who Conquer'd the Two 
Paunoniat, ſupported, the declining Fortune 


of the Yiſogoths, drove the Eaſtern Emperors 


out of 7taly, curb'd the Vandals in Africk, 
overthrew the Germans, and receiv'd Preſents 
from the remoteſt Eaſtern Parts; which evin- 
ces that Theodon muſt be beholding to him for 


%> 


Ile Bavarian were govern'd by ſeveral 
Laws, according to the various Revolutions of 

their Country. Long before Theodon they had 
thoſe of their Firſt Anceſtors the Celts, which 
were not written till very late. Platarch ob- 
ſerves that the Women were always highly 
Honour'd among them, becauſe they had ſe- 
veral times reconcil'd the Men when at Vari- 
ance. In Affairs of ſmaller Moment they con- 


ſulted only their Princes, but all extraordi- 


nary Matters were debated in publick. In 


the Firſt Sitting, the Matter was only pro- - 
posd, and then they fell to Drinking, and 


the next Day upon more” Mature Delibera- 
tion, they came to a Reſolution, which. was 
irrevocable. There were then. no Written 


— 
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Laws, but all Juſtice was adminiſtred by Me- 
mory. Next ſucceeded the Laws of Theodorick, 
King of the Goths, which laſted till the Reign 
of another -,Theodorick, King of France, who a- 
boliſh'd thoſe of the Goths, and eſtabliſh'd his 
own. It was this Theodorick, who by the Par- 
tition Clovis made of his Dominions among 
his Four Sons, was put into Poſſeſſion of the 
Countries about the Rhine on both ſides, and 
Conquer'd Burgundy and Thuringia, as alſo all 
Franconia, which made the Bavarians willing 
to receive the Laws of the French, whoſe Do- 

minions were of ſo great an Extent. 

But to return to Prince Theodon, we do not 
find any extraordinary Actions of his, men- 
tion'd in Authentick Writers, but only that 
he govern'd his Dominions with the greateſt 
Approbation of all Men, and Died in the Vear 
558. Pelſerus ſays, he left Two Sons, Utilon 
and Theodon, Surnam'd Vacarus, that is, the 
Undaunted. He writes, that Utilon ſucceeded 
his Father, and govern'd the Bavarians, and 

 Theodon went over into Italy, to gain Honour 

in Wars. Utilon has not left us any better 

Account of his Reign than his Father, but he 
Died in 565, which was the ſame Year the Em- =? 
eror Juſtinian Died; and Five Years before 
it, a Plague which began in the Eaſt, ſpread 
it felt over the Sea into Jraly, and thence 
paſſing the Alps, came into Bavaria, making 
| ſuch Deſolation in all Parts, that the like 
was not ſeen in many Ages. Three Years 
after it, the Lombards broke into Italy, then 
drein'd of Men, and left deſolate by the Pla- 
gue, The Army of the Lombards was in- 
whe: | . creas d 
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creas'd by the Arceſſion of the Saxons, Pan- 
nonians, Bulgarians, Suevians and Bavarians, 
who preſsd to accompany them in their Ex- 
pedit ion. Their King Alboinus having ſettled 
his Court at Milan, was Murder'd by the 


1 Contrivance of Roſamund the Daughter of 


the King of the Gepidæ, and one Clephon ſuc- 
ceeded him. After the Death of Clephon, the 
Lombards choſe Thirty Rulers inſtead of one, 
in the Year 576, who Governing Tyrannically 
during the Ten Years the Power was in their 
Hands, the Regal Government was reſtor'd, 
and put into the Hands of Autharis ,, the Son 
of Clephon. This King order'd that the Kings 
of the Lombards ſhould be call'd Flavij, as the 
Emperors had been Cæſars, and he Marry'd 
the Daughter of Garibald, then Prince of the 
Bavatians, This Garibald, tho? he had the In- 
veſtiture of his Dominions-from the French, 
yet, to ſecure his Frontiers againſt the grow- 
ing Power of the Lombards, he had given one 
of his Daughters in Marriage to Evin, one 
of the Thirty Rulers above mention'd, who 
then govern'd Trent, The French would have 
been reveng'd on him for that Alliance, had 
he not been ſtrongly ſupported by Liban, and 
Amon, and Rhodanus, Three Chiefs of the Lom- 
bards who eſpous'd his Qnarrel, and made War 
on Gontran, King of Orleans. But they being 
Worſted, were fires to repaſs the Alps, and 
Crannichis, Gontran's General purſuing them, 
took Trent, expelling Evin, who recover'd it 
ſoon after the Death of that General, de- 
feating and killing him in Battel. This Vi- 
tory cloſely united Garibald to the Lon 
| | which 
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which Union was the more riveted by the 
Marriage of his other Daughter Theodolin- 
da to Autharis, King of the Lombard. 
Autharis is ſaid to have gone himſelf in Per- 
ſon diſguis'd among his own Ambaſſadors to 
fee Theodelinda, before he Matry'd her, and 
being extremely taken with her, Courted for 
himſelf, till being Diſcover'd, he carried her 
to Milan, where the Marriage was Celebrated 
with the greateſt Pomp. He liv'd but Six Years 
after he was Marry'd, being Poiſon'd as was 
thought, at Pavia, and Died in the Year 591. 
After his Death, the Aſſembly of the States 
left it to Theodelinda to chuſe them a King, 
and herſelf a Husband. She pitch'd upon A- 
gilulfus, one of the Thirty Rulers above men- 
tion d, whom | ſhe converted to the Chriſtian 
Faith, her Firſt Husband having Died a Pagan. 
This Agilulfus was Crown'd at Milan with a 
Crown of Gold, which had an Iron Rim 
within, to ſtrengthen it ; and from him came 
the Cuſtome ſtill in uſe of the Emperors being 
Crown'd at Milan, as Kings of the Romans, 
with that which is call'd the Iron Crown. 
To return to Geribald, he ſome Years after 
the Death of Autbaris, was either killd, or 
drove into Jtaly by Childebert, King of France, 
who made a great Progreſs in Germany, to 
revenge Garibald's entring into Alliance with 
the Lombards. Childebert being Maſter of Ba- 
Varia, gave it to one. Thaſſilon, whoſe Reign 
Paulus Diaconus ſays was but ſhort, yet fa- 
mous for a great Victory he obtain'd over the 
Sclavonians, who bad broke into Germany, and 
were by him defeated in Iſtria. Some "gh

Theodebert the Second of the Name, was 
Succeſſor to Duke Theodor, but not his Son, 
whether he was his Brother, or more remote 
of Kin 1s uncertain, He was a Virtuous and 
Heroick Prince, and reſtor'd Anſprand, wh 
had livd Nine Vears in Exile in Bavaria, te 
the Crown of the Lombards, which had beer 
unjuſtly taken from him by his Rebellious Sub 
jects. Anſprand enjoy d his Kingdom, but 
Three Months, yet Dying left his Son Luit 
_ prand quietly poſſeſs'd. of it, who to acknow 
ledge the Kindneſs receiv'd from 7 beodebert 
took to Wife his Daughter Gontrade. This 
Alliance ſeem'd to have eſtabliſn'd a . 
betwixt the Bavarians and the Lombards, 
it laſted only during the Life of Duke 7 bs 
debert. He Died leaving his Dominions to 
"Theodon the Fifth of the Name, Son to bil N 
2 Brother Grimaud. A War ſoon broke out bel 
twixt this New Duke and the Lombard, which 
nevertheleſs was ended without any remar 
kable Action on either fide, and the Two 
Princes were reconcil'd. Theodon howeverſhhe 
gain'd great Reputation in War, and war 
either fear'd of beloy'd by his Neighbour 1 
His Devotion 1 that of all his Pre $i 
deceſſors, for he was the Firſt Sovereign tl 
Bavaria, who, after making Peace with th IK 
Lombardi, went to Rome to viſit the Shrine 0. 
of the Apoſtles, in the Year 717. He hadi ſu 
Three Sons Grimauu, 'Theodebaud, and Hugibert I Ee 
with whom he ſhar'd the Government, making R 
us it were Four Tetrarchies it in Bavaria. 1 th 
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ag - Theodebaud dying, his Elder Brother Grimaud 
Marry'd his Wife Piliſtrudis, for which Inceſtu- 
ous Match God puniſh'd them both. Piliſtrudis 
being ſometime after baniſh'd by Charles Mar- 
tel into Italy, where ſhe dy'd in great Poverty; 
Grimaud murder'd by an Aſſaſſin, and his Chil- 
dren excluded their Inheritance. Only Hugi- 
bert remain'd of Theodin's Children, who was 
ſole Poſſeſſor of Bavaria, of whom we have 
little or no other account, but that his Succeſſor 
Was, i N 
Utilon, the Second of the Name, who took up 
the Government of Bavaria after Hugibert, in the 
[Year 729, or 740. This was a Magnanimous 
and Pious Prince, and aſſiſted St. Boniface in 
rooting out many Errors which had crept into 
the Country in Religion. They divided Bava- 
ria into Four Dioceſſes, which were, Saltzburg, 
Ratisbon, Freiſing, and Paſſau, which prov'd ve- 
D büßhry advantageous to Chriſtianity. Utilon ſent 
t be powerful Succours to Charles Martel, againſt the 
 hiciggSarazens, who had pals'd the Pyrenean Moun- 
mar{Wains, and entred France; which having done 
TwqQotable Service in that Expedition, return'd 
everFMome- with Honour. Charles Martel had mar- 
| walfry'd the Duke's Niece Sunichildes, and in re- 
ours urn after that King's Death he marry'd his 

Pre piſter Haltrudis againſt the liking of her Bro- 
zn offither's, and then took upon him the Title of 
h the King. This ſo provok'd the French, that Car- 
wrineY/oman and Pepin, Brothers to Hiltrudis, after 
: hadſubduing Aquitain, entred Bavaria with their 
giber Forces, and having drove Urilon as far as the 
aking River Inn, would not have ſtopt there, but that 
they were pacify'd by the Prayers and Tears 
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of their Siſter Hiltrudis, and Otilon's promiſing 
to be fatisfy'd with the Title of Duke. How, 
or when Utilos ended his Days, is not men- 
tion'd by the Authors 'who write of this Coun- 
try; bur it appears that his Son Thaſſilon being 
Duke, Griphen Brother to King Pepin of France, 
incens'd' that he was not admitted to any Share 
in the Sovereignty, entred Bavaria with ſome 
Forces and made himſelf Maſter of it, ſeizing 
his Siſter Hiltrudis and her Son Thaſſilon. Pepin 
march'd againſt him with Expedition, and the 
Bavarians, who had follow'd him by Compulſi- 
on, now abandoning of him, Tbaſſilon was by 
Pepin reſtor'd to his Dukedom. 
In the Year 757, Thaſſilon being then but 15 
years of Age, bore his Uncle Pepin company in 
his Expedition againſt Aſtulphus King of the 
Lombards in Italy, whom they forc'd to ſue for 
Peace, and to reſtore the Exarchat of Ravenna 
to the Pope. The next Year Thaſſilon and the 
Nobility of Bavaria appear d in the meeting of 
the States at Compeigne, where they did Bomage i 
to Pepin. Six Years after this he attended. that 
King in his War againſt Eudo, Duke of Aqui- 
tain, at which time he contracted a ſtrict Friend- | 
ſhip with Prince Charles the King's Son, which i! 
was not laſting, for ſoon after Thaſſilon fell off 
from the French. This ſudden change ſo far in- 
: cens'd Pepin, that in an Aſſembly of the States 
„ held at Worms, it was reſolv'd he ſhould be 
punifh'd as a Rebel. However, the Death of 
Pepin, which hapned in the Year 768, retarded 
the execution, and left the care of it to his Son 
EE... 


In 
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ln the mean while Thaſſilon had ſtrengthned 
himſelf by a new Alliance with Deſiderius, King 
of the Lombards, who had given him his Daugh- 
ter Luitpurgy to Wife. This, and the aſſiſtance 


of ſome neighbouring Nations, together with 


the Affection of his on Subjects, ſeem'd to 
render him formidable; but ſtill his greateſt 
Security was in the Goodneſs and Mercy of 
Cbarles, commonly calFd Charlemaign, or the 
Great, who remembring their former Friend- 
ſhip in his Father's Army, ſent to conjure him 


| to lay aſide his aſpiring Thoughts, and to re- 
torn to his Duty. This Embaſſy had the intended 
Effect, and a Peace was concluded betwixt them 


in the Year 970, but not laſting, For the 
Datcheſs Luitpurgis taking it to heart that Char- 
lemaign had put away his Wife and her Siſter 
Berta, and depos'd her Father Deſiderius, who 


| was the laſt King of the Lombards, never gave 
over her Sollicitations with her Husband Thaſſi- 
bun, till ſhe prevail'd with him to eſpouſe her 


Quarrel, and take up Arms againſt that King, 


contrary to his Oath and Inclination. 


Whilſt Charlemaign took a Journey to Rome, 
the Duke rais'd a powerful Army, yet by the 
perſwaſions of Pope Adrian, he again ſubmitted, 
and did Homage to Charlemaign, who receiv'd 


him at Worms with his uſual Clemency and Af- 


fection. Luitpurgiunot ſo ſatisfy d, again by her 
Importunity debauches her Husband from his 
Allegiance, and he terrify'd again with the ap- 
proach of Charlemaign, goes to him as a Suppli- 
ant, and finds the uſual Mercy, without any 
other puniſhment but renewing his. Oath of 
Fidelity he had ſo often broke. Nor did he 

| | DP wo | keep 
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keep this any better, for giving way again to 
his implacable Duteheſs, and not daring. to 


truſt his own Subjects che Bauarians, who could 


not allow of this Infidelity, he drew the Huns 
into his pay. Charlemaign having receiv'd this 
News, call'd an Aſſembly of the States of all 
the French Dominions, which met at Ingelheim, 
in the Year 788, to which Thaſſilon, not being 


yet in a Condition to take the Field, repair'd. 
himſelf, thinking by his preſence to ſtifle all 


that ſhould be ſaid againſt him. Here his own 


Subjects accus'd him with frequent breach of 
Faith, and having ruin'd his Dominions, for 


which the Aſſembly judg'd him to deſerve 


Death. However, he caſting: himſelf at the 


King's Feet, and imploring his Mercy, Cbarle- 


maigu gave him his Life, and aſſign'd him the 


City of Metz to live in private, where he was 


treated according to his Birth. Some ſay he 
there led a Religious Life, and dy d in reputa- 


tion of Sanctity. In him ended the Sovereign- 
ty of the Ancient and Noble Family of the 
Azilolfingians, which had Rul'd ſo many Years, 
and was now depriv'd of all its Dominions, for 
this Prince's Perjury and Infidelity” . 


, Charlemaign pardon'd all the Bavarian that 


were not guilty of this laſt Rebellion; and as 
for thoſe that were, he only Baniſfid them 
their Country for ever, diſperſing them in ſe- 
veral parts. The Huns who had been rous'd 
by Thaſſilon, could not be fo eaſily quell'd, for 
though ſeveral times repuls'd and worſted, ſtill 
they diſturb'd Bavaria, till they receiv'd two 
great Defeats, - the one in 7taly by the French, 
and the other from the Zavarians, with ſome 
1 : 33 Succours 


* 
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$uccours from Charlemaign, which oblig d them 


to retire into Hungary. However, the next 
Year they endeavour'd to be reveng d, yet with 
no better ſucceſs, the Bavarian and French united 
Forces putting them to the Rout, and driving 
them into the Danube, where a great Number 
periſn d. Charlemaign having now ſettled all 
his Dominions, came to Katisbon, where he di- 
vided Bavaria into ſeveral parts, appointing as 
many Governours over them, with the Title 


of Counts, He alſo added ſome new Laws to 
their old ones, which may be ſeen in Velſerus. 


For a general Governqur, he left Gerold, Bro- 
ther ta his Wife Hildegard, a famous Souldier, 
and great Politician, Founder of our Lady's 


Church at Paderborn, and Benefactor to that of 


St. Gal; aſſociating with him in the Govern- 


ment the Counts Archambaut, Ocpert, ' Albrick, 


Adolphus, Wernbar, Orendille, Amelric, and God- 
frey, with the two able Lawyers Gz/albard, and 


Ellambert. At the ſame time Eric was Conſti- 


tuted Duke of the Country of Friouli. 


During the Government of theſe two Great 
Men, the. Huns began again to break out, and 
Gerold venturing with his uſual Bravery to op- 
poſe them, was overthrown and kill'd in the 
Battle. This Succeſs ſo encourag'd the Huns, 
that they no longer made any doubt of being 
Maſters of all Bavaria, and they might perhaps 
have ſucceeded, had not Arnon, Archbiſhop of 
Saltzburg come. then opportunely from Rome, 
who gathering all the Troops he could of French 
and Bavarians into one Body, gave them ſuch a 
mighty overthrow, that the Chiefeſt of them 

Ne | being 
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being Slain, thoſe who fled had no more 
thoughts of retarngs. fi 5 14 
. Charlemaige having Reign'd gloriouſiy for 
many Years, ended his Days on the 16th of 
Fanuary, 814, leaving the Empire to his Son 
Lewis, who gave the Government of Bavaria to 
Lot hair, one of the Sons of his Nephew Bernard, 
then King of Itay. R

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CHAP. III 
Sovereigns of Bavaria from the Death of 


Charlemaign zo Arnold, the Firſt Duke, 
from whom the preſent Elector is Deſcended. 


IN the Year 817, at a General Aſſembly of 
1 the States of the Empire held at Aix, Lewis 
the Emperor took his Son Lothair for his A ſſo- 
ciate in the Empire, and leaving all Agutain to 
his Son Pepin, gave to his Third the Voung 
Lewis, both the Bavarias on this ſide and be- 
yond the Danube, with the Title of King, 
which his Succeſſors continu'd for near 100 

þ «© | 15 
Bernard King of Italy, to whoſe Father part 
of this Country had been given, at the diſtri- 
bution made by Carlemaign, was ſo incens'd at 
this wrong, that he conſpir'd with many Perſons. 
both in Italy and France, againſt his Uncle Lewis, 
to whom only the Germans and Bavarians con- 
tinu'd Loyal. But the Emperor marching ſpeedi- 
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1 againſt Bernard, he was forſaken by many of 
his Party, and dreading his Uncle's juſt Indig- 
nation, went with the reſt, and caſt himſelf at 
his Feet to implore Mercy. The States then 
Aſſembled at Aix, condemn'd them all to 
Death; but Lewis, whoſe Clemency gain'd bim 
the Title of the Pebonnaire, ſpar'd their Lives, 
only putting out the Eyes of ſome , and con- 
fining others to Monaſteries. 
Lewis King of Bavaria, continu'd long. peace, 
able in kis Dominions, whilſt his Brothers Lo- 
thair and Pepin Rebell'd and made War againſt 
their Father, till at laſt he was drawn in by 
them to joyn in their Impiety, becauſe the Em- 
peror had given ſome dependencies on his Do- 
. minions to his Youngeſt Son Charles, whom he 
had by his Second Wife Judith. The Three 
Brothers being thus wickedly united, preſfs'd fo 
hard upon their Father, that his forces for ſock 
him, and he was ford to put himſelf into 
their hands. They pretended to ſhow him 
{ome Reſpect at firſt, but it was counterfeit, 
for that very Night they had him ſecur'd under 
a good Guard. This done, they divided his 
Dominions among them, Pepin return'd into 
Aquitain, Lewis into Bavaria, and Lothair who 
pretended to the beſt part of the dividend, car- 
ry'd his Father to the Monaſtery of St. Medard 
under aGuard, and the next Avtumn had him 
convey'd to Compiegne, where he formally de- 
pos'd him. His other Sons Lewis and Pepin 
offended at this baſe proceeding, took up Arms 
againſt Lothair, and Reſtor'd their Father to 
the Throne, in che Year 835. 


) 
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The Emperor daily declining in Strength of 
Body, his Empreſs Judith never gave over preſ- 

ſing him to make a proviſion for his Son Charles, 
vrhich had already caus d ſo many Troubles, | 
and he not able to withſtand her Solicitations, R 
| beſtow'd a conſiderable part of France on him. 
This was taken ſo heinouſly by his other Sons 
Zothair and Lewis, that they were upon the 
point of joyning their Forces againſt their 
Father, had he not timely divided them, which 
done he ſpar'd Lothair, and vented all his paſ- 
ſion on Lewis, who had always been the moſt 
Obedient of his Sons, depriving him of all his 
Dominions, excepting only Bavaria. Lewis ex- 
aſperated at this proceeding, had recourſe to 
Arms again, and with the aſſiſtance of the Sax- 
ons and Thur ingians, March'd to Francfort, where 
the Emperor advancing to meet him, he was 
forſaken by his Army, and oblig'd to take a 

_ compaſs through Bohemia, to eſcape back again 
into Bavaria, Being arriv'd there, he receiv'd 
the News that his Father returning to Worms 
after this Expedition, was there fallen Sick, of 
which Diſtemper he Dy'd ſoon after. 

Lothair upon his Father's death reſolv'd to 
ſeize all his Dominions, and to this purpoſe 
courted his half-brother Charles to joyn with | 
bim againſt his other Brother Lewis, King of 13 
Bavaria, who rais'd ſo powerful an Army for his 
defence, that he durſt not engage him that Year. 
However, the next Year, Lothair corrupted a 
part of Lewis's Army, which abandon'd him, 
and then putting off the Mask, he march'd a- 
gainſt his Brother Charles, leaving Count Adel- 

berg to guard the paſſes of the Mine againſt the 
| 2 e Re „ Bavarians. 
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Bavarian. Lewis loſt no Courage, but falling 
upon Adelberg routed and kill'd bim, and being 
Maſter of the Rhine, haſted to join 'bis Brother 
Charles, who then im lor'd his Aſſiſtance a- 
gainſt the Common Enemy. The Two Bro- 
thers grown formidable by the Conjunction 
of their Armies, ſent Offers of a Friendly Ac- 
commodation to Zothair, who, puff'd up with 
the Succours brought him out of Aquitain, would 
not hearken to them, but remitted all to the 
Deciſion of the Sword.

la the Year, 1067, he was declar'd of Age, 
and took upon him the Government, ſoon 
ſewing that he was nothing like his Father, 
and daily gave himſelf np more and more to 
Vice, and Licentiouſneſs. Otho Duke of Ba- 
varia, though a good and juſt Prince, was by 
his Enemies accus'd of Sacrilege and Corrupti- 
on, which made the Emperor look upon him 
with an evil Eye, and call to mind that he 
had been Aſſiſting to Anno the Archbiſhop, in 
forcing him from his Mother. Upon theſe 
duggeſtions, and the Accuſation of one Egionon, 
a Scandalons Perſon, he was Summon'd to ap- 
pear and Anſwer for himſelf at Mentz ; but 
being refus'd a Safe- conduct, he thought not fit 
to hazard his Perſon, and therefore rais'd all 
the Forces he could to ſtand upon his Guard. 
The Emperor entred Bavaria, and driving 
out Otho, gave the Inveſtiture of that Country 
ro F es, ig 
Guelf, from whom deſcended the Guelfs of 
Suabia, who poſſeſs d Bavaria, after the Agilol- 
fingians and the Saxons, as will appear hereafter. 
Otbo having loſt his Dukedom, kept himſelf on 
the Mountains, with thoſe: few Forces that he 
had left. Guelf had marry'd his Daughter when 
he was in Proſperity, but now ſent her back » 5

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her Father, the more to ingratiate himſelf with 
the Emperor. The Bavarians made ſome Com- 
motions in Favour of Otho, and he had gather d 
a good Army, but being deluded by the Em- 
perors Falſe Promiſes, he ſubmitted himſelf 
and after being Impriſon'd, was forc'd to live, 


| the reſt of his Days as a private Perſon. Hen- 


ry the. Emperor having exhauſted all his Trea- 
ſures by his Leudneſs, extorted ſuch Taxes as 
made him odions to all People, and by the 
Conſent of the Pope and Princes, Rodulphus of 
Suabia was firſt declar'd King of Germany, who 
being kill'd in Battle, after him they choſe Count 
Herman, but he voluntarily reſign d the Crown 
and was ſoon after kill'd at a Siege. Gauelf 
was one of the Malecontents, and making his 
Advantage of the Publick Confuſions, took 
and Plunder'd the City of Ausburg , pillaging 
all the Country about it.

Princes vigorouſly oppos'd, and the Conteſt 


grew ſo high, that at their going out of the 
Church the Pope was apprehended. 

The Romans were fo incens'd at this Breach 
of Faith, that they reveng'd themſctves on all 
the Germans they found in the Town, and 
Sallying out the next Morning in great Num- 


bers, put all the Emperors Camp into ſuch 
_ Confuſion, that the Emperor had been kill'd, 


had not Otho Earl of Milan reſeu d him, with

The Emperor rally'd his Forces, and repulſing 
the Romans, centred the City with them, filling 
all Parts with Blood and Slaughter.

of able Men at Ingolſtat, in the Year, 1509, 
where all thoſe matters were ſo well accommo- 
dated that the Peace laſted betwixt thoſe Two 
Houſes for above a Century, without being 
broke, till the Troubles in Germany, The Peace 
which had been ſettled with the Palatinate, was 
like to be interrupted by Civil Diſcord ; Lewis 
Younger Brother to Duke William, notwith- 
ſtanding the New Scttlement,. pretending to a 
Share in the Government and Sovereignty. At 
length after many Debates, it was reſolv'd, 
That the Two Brothers ſhould Govern with 
equal power for the ſpace. of Three Years. 
When the three Years were expir'd, the Emperor 
Diſſolv'd this double Sovereignty ; only allot- 
ting Lewis the 4th. part of Bavaria. Lewis choſe

fortune to be before fortify d by Duke William, 
bafflad all their attempts, and the Proteſtants 
withdrew; who being ſoon after defeated, the 
War ended for that time. At the ſame time 
the Council of Trent met, and a Diet was held 
at Ausburg; in which Duke William of Bavaria 
put in his Claim to the Right of Electorate, 
Which had been wrongfully taken from his 
Family, as has been ſhow'd in its place. The 
Emperor, tho' fo much oblig'd to him for 
his powerful Aſſiſtance in the laſt War, would 
not give judgment for him, but caus'd the Ci- 
ty of Ausburg to pay him 40000 Florins for his 


Loſſes in the late Differences betwixt them. 


In the Year 1548, Anne of Auſtria, Wife to 
Albertus of Bavaria was deliver d of a Son call'd 
William, like his Grandfather. The Duke at 


this time obtain'd of the Pope the Tenths of 
all Eccleſiaſtical Revenues for the building of 


a College for the Jeſuits, whom he had call'd 
to Ingolſtat, but left that work to be finiſh'd 
by his Son, for he dyd on the 6th of March 
155, in the 55th Year of his Age. 


Albertus the th, ſurnam'd the Magnanimous, 


after the death of his Father William the Con- 
fam, took poſleſlion of the Two. Bavarias, at 
22 Years of Age, and receiv'd the Inveſtiture 
from the Emperor. Finding the ne 
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ſome Enemies among the Nobility, who 
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full Peace, he endeavour'd to continu'd it, and 
when the War broke out again betwixt the 
Emperor, and Maurice Elector of Saxony, he 
defended the borders of his Dominions againſt 
the latter, and ſecur'd his Subects. 
The Year 1555, was only remarkable for the 
Pacification of Augsburg, at which Duke Alber- 
tus was preſent; . and the erecting of the Feſwts 
College at Ingolſtat. The following Year ano- 
ther Diet was held at Ratisbon, in which Alker- © 
tus preſided for the Emperor. Next follow'd 
the Treaty of Lanſperg, betwixt Dyke Albertus, 
the Archbiſhops of Saltzburg, the Biſhops of 
Paſſaw, Friſingen, and Eiſtet, Otho Cardinal of 
Ausburg, the Biſhops of Wirtburg and Bamberg, 
and the Republicks of Nuremburg and Ausburg, 
for their mutual defence againſt any that ſhould 
attack them. The Emperor Charles the th 
now reſign'd the Empire to his Brother Fer- 
dinand, King of the Komans. The Council of 
Trent met again in the Year 1561, to which 
the Duke of Bavaria ſent Auguſtin Baugmartner, 
and John Covillenius, a Jeſuit. Before the Coun- 
cil broke up, which was in December the fol- 
lowing Year, Maximilian King of Hungary and 
Bobemia, and Son to the Emperor Ferdinand, 
was choſen King of the Romans at Frankfort, by 
the unanimous Conſent af all the Seven Electors. 
Ferdinand, who lov'd Duke Albertus, gave hin 
the Inveſticure of the Lordſhip of Wolftein, the 
laſt of its Heirs having fail'd, and foon after left 
the Empire to his Son Maximilian, departing 
this Life on the 23d of June, 1564. Albertus 3 
for maintaining the Religion, rais'd him

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ſpir'd againft him, but their ' Deſigns being 
difcover'd; he forgaye the Conſpirators, and 
Was ſo favourable, as to take Care that their 
Names ſhould not remain to Poſterity. Al 
bertus's Two Sous Milian and Ferdinand had 
gone through their Studies at Ingolſtadt, and 
the latter of them had made à Campagn with 
the Emperor in Hungaty, to relieve Sigeth, be- 
ſieg d by Solimau.

Maximilian adyanc'd 
towards Prague, notwithſtanding the Exceſlive 
Cold of the Seaſon, whereof ſome Died, and a 
Peſtilential Fever, which ſwept away many 
more, and being come to the little Mountain 
of Weiſſemberg, which is a League long, and 
has a gentle Deſcent towards Prague, he there 
reſoly*d to attack the Enemy that lay encamp'd 
on it, and amounted to 25000 Men. The Two 
Armies eoming together, the Battel began in 
the Afternoon, by the Diſcharge of the Canon, 
which ended they fell cloſer to it , and after 
about Half an Hours obſtinate Diſpute, the 
S Imperialiſts on the Right Wing began to give 
Ground, and had been totally routed, but that 
Duke Maximilian ſent 500 Horſe to their Aſſi- 
ſtance, which ſo encourag'd the Imperialiſts, that 
they renew'd the Charge, and entirely routed 
their Enemy. The Hungarians and Bohemians per- 
ceiv ing that ſudden Change of Fortune, betook 
themſelves to their Heels, and a great Slaugh- 
ter of them was made in the Park of the Star. 
The whole Action laſted but an Hour, yet 
much Blood was ſhed, 10 Pieces of Canon, 
and 100 Colours taken. Duke Maximilian in 
his Letter to the Pope mentions but 4000 of 
the Enemy flain, and 100 drown'd. Of the 
Imperialiſts and Bavarians only 200 are ſaid 
to have been kill'd. After this Victory the 
Rebels in Prague, had not Courage enough left to 
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attempt any Defence; but ſent Deputies and ſub- 
mitted themſelves: to Maximilian; who havin 

left Prince Lichtenſtein, Viceroy for the Empe- 
ror, and Tilly to command the Forces, return'd 
to Bavaria, and made his. Eutry into Munich, 

on the 25th of November. 

This great Succeſs did not. obſtruct Maxi- 
milian's foreſeeing the Dangerous War that was 
like to follow. All the Proteſtant Princes of 
Germany , ſupported by England and Holland, 
united, and under Pretence of protecting the 
Elector Palatine, entred into an Alliance againſt 
the Emperor, who in Execution of the Impe- 
rial Ban, order'd Albertus, Arch-Duke of Au- 
ſtria, Governour of the Low-Countries, to take 
Poſſeſſion of the Lower-Palatinate , and Maxi- 
milian Duke of Bavaria of the Upper. Tilly, 
General of the Bavariaus, having routed Mans- 
feld, the Palatine Commander in Bobemia , the 
latter in his Flight, drew all the Garriſons out 
of the Upger-Palatine, ſo that Duke Maximi- 
lian coming after him, found no Difficulty in 
reducing that Country to his Obedience. Man, 
feld with the Forces he had gather'd, worſted 
ſome of Spinola's Troops in the Lower - Palati 
nate, and. then ravag d a great part of Alſacia, 
and the Province of Briſzaw, committing ſuch 
Barbarities, as provok'd the Emperor to con- 
firm the. Ban of the Empire, in which he'was 
declar'd a Publick Enemy. About the fame 
time his Succeſſes in Hungary, and other parts, 
had ſuch Influence over Fethlem- Gabor, that he 
laid aſide all his Pretenſions to that Crown, 
and concluded a Peace with the Emperor. In 
the mean mh nie a ks . 
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Diſadvantage in the Lower- palatinate, gain'd a 
ſmall ſort of Victory over part of his Foot, 
which only ſerv'd to excite Tilly to revenge, £ 
and he was not long without it. The Mar- 


| +quiſs of Durlach had rais d an Army, and ef- 


pouſing the Palatiues Quarrel, join'd Mansfeld. 
Tilly who was always at their Heels, drew up 
on the fide of a Hill, having the Enemy in 
Front on the Plain. The Canon began the 
Greeting , and then both Armies coming to 
Blows, the Exceſſive Heat of the Day and 
Afion arted them , and they both took a 
breathing time for about Two Hours, as if it 
had been by Compact. Being thus refreſbd, 
the Fight began again, and long remain' d doubt- 
ful. At laſt the Palatines ſeem'd to have the 
better, till Tilly gave a freſh Charge, with 
ſuch Fury, that Durlach's Foot giving way , 
fell in among their own Hoxſe, whom they 


brake fo entirely, that they could never rally. 


The Slaughter was great, abundance of Priſo- 


ners were taken, with 38 Pieces of Canon, 


53 Mortars, 17 Colours and Standards, a grear 
Sum of Money, and all the Baggage 
Chriſtian Duke of Brunſwick had rais'd a- 
nother Army for the Support of the Palatine, 
and wanting Money to pay his Soldiers, main- 
tain'd it by Rapine, and the Plunder of the 
Country. Tilly advanc'd to put a ſtop to his 
Diſorders, and both being eager to engage, 
they ſoon came to a Battel, which laſted Six 
Hours, and had not ended ſo ſoon , but that 
Duke of Brunſwick , being advis'd to retire 
towards the Mein, his Soldiers were in ſuch 
a 2 Conſternacion, believing the Danger HO 
than 
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than it was, that they were not longer under 
Command, but thronging to get over a Bridge 
abundance of Men and Horſes fell into the 
River, and were carried away by the Stream. 
The Duke with much Difficulty got over, 
and moſt of his Men that could not paſs were 
either taken by Tilly, or kill'd by the Peaſants. 
After this Defeat Mansfeld and Bruyſwick join- 
ing the Remains of their broken Forces, went 
over into Alſace, and thence into Holland, a 
Treaty being then on Foot, betwixt the Em- 
peror, England and Denmark, for the reſtoring 
of the Palatine. The Treaty being broke, 
Tilly took Heidelberg and Manheim, ps 
On the 7th of January 1623, the Diet of 
the Empire met at Ratisbon, where after much 
conteſting the point, Maximilian, Duke of Ba- 
Daria, was promoted to the Electoral Dignity, 
in the Place of Frederick, the Count Palatine, 
out-law'd for his Rebellion. Tilh for his good 
Services was created Count of the Empire , 
and had Orders immediately to March towards 
| Heſſe, to prevent Maurice the Landgrave, giv- 
ing any Aſſiſtance to the Duke of Brunſwick 
and Mansfeld, who were making New Prepa- 
rations for War in Friejeland and Weſtphalia. 
He came in good time, and forcing his way 
through that Country , after many Delays, 
met the Duke of Brunſwick, near Munſter, and 
routed him, killing 2000 of his Men upon the 
ſpot, tho' he us'd his utmoſt Endeavours to 
prevent much Bloodſhed in the Purſuit. The 
Memoirs of Bavaria mention $090 Priſoners 
taken, and among them many of great Note,

© Theſe Succeſſes of the Emperor and Duke 
of Bavaria, were follow'd by the Alliance be- 
twixt England, France and Savoy, the Veneti- 
ans, and the Swiſſes, as they gave out for the 
reſtoring the Liberty of the Yaltoline, and of 
Frederick to the Palatinate. The King of Swe- 
den came afterwards into this Alliance, and 
Denmark and Brunſwick took Money, to join 
with the Engliſh. On the other fide the Em- 
peror and Duke of Bavaria increas'd their Ar- 
mies, to oppoſe ſuch Powerful Enemies. The 
Pope and Spain ſupported them, and the Ele- 
cor of Saxony continu'd Faithful to the Em- 
At the Beginning of the Year 1626, dy'd. 


William the Fifth, Duke of Bavaria, Father 


to Maximilian the Eleftor. He was a Wiſe, 


Religious, and good Prince, after getting Ten 


Children, he liv'd in conjugal Chaſtity, for 


Fifteen Years his Dutcheſs liv'd, and re- 
ſign'd his Dukedom to his Son, as has been 
ſaid, to devote himſelf entirely to the Service 
of GO D. Soon after Tilly the Bavarian Ge- 
neral takes Aunden in the Country of Brunſ- 
wick, putting all the Garriſon, which conſiſted 
of 2500 Men to the Sword, ſo that not above 
30 of them eſcap'd. This done, he obliges 


Maurice, the Landgrave of Heſſe to reſign his 
Dominions to his Son William, and having taken 


Goetingen, March'd away towards Northeim, but 
was prevented in his Deſign on that Place, into 


which the Daues had put Proviſions and Am- 


munition, and were gone off. Tilly purſu'd 
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them fo cloſe in the Rear, that after long Skir- 
miſhing, they were forc'd to face abour,, and 
{ſtand the-Brunt. The King of Denmark headed

| The Year 1627, was ſpent in ſubduing all 
Brandenburg, Pomerania, Mecklenburg, and ſome; 
Towns in other parts, the Danes, tho? aſſiſted 
by France and England, not being able to with- 
ſtand the Imperial Army. Now it was that 
the Emperor ſettled the Vpber-Palatine, with 
all its Dependances, on Duke Maximilian, in 
Satisfaction for the great Expence he had been 
at in carrying on the War. In 1628, the 
greateſt Burden of the War lay in the Country 
of Holſtein, and was carried on with various 
Succeſs, the Imperialiſts being ſtrongeſt by 
Land, and the Danes by Sea, and therefore 
after many Loſſes on both ſides a Treaty of 
Peace was ſet on Foot, the Commiſſioners on 
both ſides met at Lubeck, about rhe beginning 
of the Year 1629, and the Peace was concluded 
and Proclaim'd on the Eigth of June following. 
The War with Denmark being ended, a- 
nother more Dangerous enſu'd. The Emperor

nothing, Aſſembled at Leipſick, when they a- 
greed to Arm immediately, before the Caths- 
licks exhauſted with the late War could recruit 
themſelves.

© Guſtavits Adolphus Ring of Sweden, join'd with

He gain'd the Affections of his 
People, by his Mild and Prudent Government, 


and tho? he had a Peaceful Reign, which af- 


forded him no Opportunity of Purchaſing Mar- 


tial Renown, as his Father had done, yet he 
wanted none of his Vertyes or Abilities, and 
made it appear that he would have been Infe- 
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rior to none in Arms, had there been Occa- 
hon for him to exert his Talent that way. 
But it pleas d GO Dcthat after fo much Blood - 
ſned and Deſolation, his Dominions ſhould' en- 
joy au undiſturb'd Repoſe for many Vears to 
reſtore them to that flouriſhing Condition they 
were in before the late Confuſions and Calami- 
ties. He was not Marry'd when ke came to the 
Electorate, being but 14 Years of Age, as born on 
the 21th of October 1636, yet Contracted as above, 
and therefore two Years after his Acceſſion to the 
Dukedom in the 16th of his Age, and of Grace 
16535 he took to Wife Henrietta Adelaida, 
Daughter to Amadeus, Duke of Savoy, Theſe 
Nuptials were celebrated with the great Splen- 
dor and Magnificence imaginable, abundance of 
Princes and other great Lords of the Empire 
being preſent at the Solemnity, beſides an in- 
finite Multitude of other People, reſorting from 
all parts to that extraordinary Feſtival, The 
Bavarians, like Loyal Subjects, always truly 
Zealous for the Honour of their Princes, pre- 
feared their Duke with a Free Gift of 50000 
Florins, towards the Charge of the Wedding. 
By her he had Mary Anne Victoria, . born” 1 
the Year 1660, and Marry'd in 1680, to the 
preſent Dauphin of France; Maximilian Maria, 
the preſent Elector of Bavaria, born November 
the 17th 1662; Joſeph. Clement the. preſent E- 
lector of Cologn, and Prince of Liege, born on 
the 26th of November. 1671, and Toland Beatrix, 
born on the 23th of January 1673. Maximilian 
the Father to this Ferdinand, had been the David 
of Baparia, always, engag d in Wars, and by 
them conſiderably enlarg'd the.

and his keeping up a Friendly Correſpondence 
with Neighbouring and diſtant Princes abroad. ö 
He laid no- heavy Burdens on his Subjects, ai- ; 
ready ſufficiently exhauſted by the former Trou- | 
bles and Confuſions, but rather choſe to be 
Rich in their Wealth, than in his cwn'Exche-. 
quer, as well knowing the Bavarians were a 4 
People of ſuch unſpotted Loyalty, that hat- 5 
ſnever they poſſeſs d might ever be reckond 
the Treaſure of their Prince. For Religion he 
gave place to none, being ever Zealous for the 
Church, a ſtrict Promoter of Diſcipline, and 
himſelf an Example to others. What ſhould: 
we ſay more of him? His Peaceable Reign made 
his Country: flouriſh , and robb'd him of the 
Honour of thoſe Martial Virtues, Which made 
other Princes great in Hiſtory, and it would 
excced the Bounds of this Gompendium co deſ- 
cend tothe Particulars of his undiſt urbd Go- 
vernment.

Dignity, and in his Dominions in the aforeſaid 
Year 1679, and at the Age of Seventeen Years, 
for which Reaſon he was under Tuition of his 
Unkle Maximilian, Who behav'd himſelf in that 
Truſt, as decaine the Honour of his Family.

= Having brought the War to a Concluſion 
ve now enter. upon a few Years of Peace, and 
conſequently little to be ſaid of Bavaria in 
chem, unleſs we would interweave the general 
. Affairs of Europe which our Brevity will not 
admit of. Therefore before we proceed to 
pon what remains of this Hiſtory, which is as much

prevent the Effuſion of Blood, a Treaty was 
concluded betwixt Franee, England,” and Holland, 
for dividing of the SpainiſÞ Monarchy, - giving 
Spain, the Weſt-Inaies, and Low-Countrres to the 
Arch-Duke Charles the Emperor's Younger-Son; 
Naples d Sicily; to France, with other par- 
ticulars too long to inſert here. The Emperor 
utterly refus' d to conſent to this Partition, 
and the Spaniards would not hear of Rending 
their Mdnarchy; and therefôre their King 

Charles the Second dying withovt Ilſue, in No- 
vember 1700, a Will was 1 rodued, by which 
he appointed the Dike of Anjali. Second Son 
to the Dauphine, his Succeſſor, who according- 


ly was Tent for, and haſting into Spa#, was ther: WW 
receiv'd and own'd as King, by the Name of 
Philip the Fifth. The Eleckor of Bavaria like 
all the other Governours of the Spaniſb Domini- 
ons, ow ꝰd and receiv d a Confirmation of hisGo- | 
vernment from him, and in purſuance to his Or- 
ders from Madrid, admitted French Garriſons into 
the moſt conſiderable places of his Government. 
In Marth 1701, the Elector having adjuſted 
Affairs to his Mind with the Kings of France 
and Spain, the latter whereof was to pay him 
100000. Piſtols a Year as Governour of the 
| Low-Countries, he ſet ont for Bævaria, leaving 
the Marquiſs de Bedmar to Govern in his place, 
whilſt he look'd to his own Country. For 
the Emperor - reſolving not to part with the 
Dominions of Spain tamely, this Year march'd IM 
all the Forces he could gather from all parts in- 
do Jtaly, and towards the Rhine, in the firſt of

England and Holland had entred into a ſtrict 
Alliance with the Empire againſt Frame the 


laſt Vear, and in 1702, began to act according- 


ly. The Eleckor of Bavaria declar d himſelf 
Neuter, as did his Brother the Elector of Co- 


unge, both, of them at the ſame time Raiſing 


Forces for their own defence, in caſe they were 
attack d. The latter alſo receiv'd French Gar- 
riſons into ſome of his Towns, upon which 


account the Confederates openly artack'd him 


as an Enemy. The Bavarian complain'd of 
theſe proceedings, but finding that inſtead of 


Redreſs the danger preſsd him in his own Do- 
minions, the Emperor refufing to allow him 
to be Neuter, he reſol vd to ſecure himſelf the 


bdeſt he could, and in order to it conchuded an 
Wo ain, His next ſtep 


Alliance with France and Spain. 
was, the ſurprizing of the City of Ulm, a 


= place of great con ſequence, both for its Wealth. 


and becauſe it ſerv'd' to cover the Frontiers of 
Bavaria. This was perform'd on the 8th of 
September under the cover of a thick Fog, which 
brought the Bavarians undiſcoverd to the 
Gates, which being open'd they ſurpriz'd the 
Guards, and poſſefling themſelves of the Walls, 
were ſoon Maſters of the IW mn. 
Being thus eaſily poſſeſs'd of ſo important a 
City, the Elector March'd with his Army to 
Memmingen, another Imperial Town, which re- 
fuſing to admit him, he planted ſome Batteries, 
and began to Bombard it,which ſtruck ſuch aTer- 


ror into the Inhabitants, who were wholly * 
PE | | vided 
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vided for a Siege, that they open d their Gates, and 
ſubmitted. No ſooner had he ſettled Affairs in 
this Place, but he ſent part of his Troops, which 
with as little difficulty made themſelves Maſters 
of the Imperial Town of Kempten, and after that of 
Bibrach, thoſe Places, like the former being in 
no poſture of Defence, and without any Gar- 
riſons. Notwithſtanding theſe Proceedings the 
Elector ſtill declar'd for a Neutrality, and 
preſs'd the States of Franconia and Swabia, as 
their Directors, to joyn with him herein, but 
with little ſucceſs, the Imperial Party prevailing 
to perſwade them to continue the War againſt 
France. Being diſapointed in hisexpeQaations from 
them, he reſolv'd to proceed in enlarging and 
making a Barrier to his Dominĩons accordingly. 
On the Second of February 1703, he ſat down 
before Neuburg, a Town of ſome Srength on the 
Danube, and belonging to the Elector Palatine. 
There was a Garriſon in it of 1 200 Men, which 
pretended to make ſome defence, but the Bava- 
rian Cannon and Bombs being hotly ply'd, they 
were perſwaded to Capitulate the next day. 
In March the Imperialiſts under the Command of 
General Schlick having forc'd the Bavarian Lines, 
and thus commenc d open Hoſtilities, the Elector 
march'd againft him, and paſſing the River Inn, 
fell upon his Horſe, who were canton'd in ſeveral 
Villages, and Routed them; the Foot being before 
put into F This done the Elector march'd a- 
way with ſome Troops towards the Danube, and 
being join'd by other Forces on his way, making in 
all about 7090 Men, fell upon Count Stirum, who 
with another ſmall Imperial Army had entred Ba- 
varia, diſperſing the Boors that e che 
ea, DN n 
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Lines, and-then lay ravaging the Country a- 


bout Amsberg. The Fight laſted not long be- 
fore the Imperialiſts were put to Flight, leav- 


ing the Bavarians Maſters of the Field, His 


Electoral Highneſs purſuing his Succeſs, ad- 
vancd to Ratitbon, where having in vain en- 
deavour'd to perſwade the Diet then ſitting 
there, to enter into a Solemn Engagement, that 
the Place ſhould obſerve an exa& Neutrality, 
and no Forces be permitted to enter into, or 
march through it, to offend him, he poſſeſs'd 
himſelf of the Bridge, and one of the Gates 
of the City, His Frontiers being thus ſecur'd 
on all ſides, he only wanted to be join'd by the 
Forces promis d to be ſent to his Aſliſtance by 
the King of France, and which having ford 
their way through the Black Forreſt, with much 
Difficulty, by reaſon of the badneſs of the 
ways, which were all guarded, at laſt came 
up to His EleQtoral Highneſs not far from 
tlingen, ta the Number of about 1 5000 Men. 
After receiving this Reinforcement, the Ele- 
Cor with about 12000 Men march'd towards 
Tyrol, thinking to open a Communication that 
way with the French Forces in Nah. ; 
This Enterprize ſeem'd to promiſe Succeſs 
at firſt, for he ſoon made himſelf Maſter of 
the ſtrong Town of Kuffſtein, next he with as 
little Difficulty, took Rotenberg, upon which 
the City of Inſpruct freely ſubmitted it ſelf, ſo 
that he was in a fair way to reduce the whole 
Country of Tyro}; but when he came to the 
Mountain-Country about the Alps, he found 
much more trouble, and haying loſt many 
Man, in thoſe inacceſſible Places, cut off by the 
„ | Boors,

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Boors, and more preſſing Neceſſities calling him 
into Bavaria, he teturn'd thither with ſpeed, 
quitting all he had gain'd, except Xuffſtein and 
Rotenberg, which Places he Garrifon'd and pro- 
vided for the Defence of his own Frontiers. 
When he had again join'd the French on the 
Danube, they both together by Surprize fell 
upon Count Stirum, left by Prince Lewis of 
Baden, with part of the Imperial Army near 
Hauſbeim, whom after a ſharp Engagement, 
which laſted betwixt Eight and Nine Hours, 
they entirely defeated, taking all his Cannon, 
and Baggage. Prince Zewis having thus loſt 
ſo conſiderable a part of his Army, kept him- 
{elf cloſe under the Cannon of Aysburg , tho 
much ſtreightned by the Enemy, who preſs'd 
on all ſides to bring him to a Battel. Thus 
he continu'd as long as it was poſſible for him 
to ſubſiſt, but when he had Eaten up all the 
Place could afford, moſt of the Avenues being 
taken up, ſo that it was difficult bringing of 
him any Relief, he drew off in the beſt man- 
ner he was able, leaving the City of Agog 
to fall a Prey to the French and Bavarians , 
who did not let flip the Opportunity of gain- | 
ing to themſelves a Place of that Conſequence. 
They were the more ſevere upon the Inhabi- 
tants, becauſe having given Hoſtages for ob- 
ſerving an exact Neutrality, they had never- 
theleſs openly favour'd the Imperialiſts, and 
taken part with them. TR poly 
Let us now come to the Year 1704, a Year 
Fatal to Bavaria, and which put a full ſtop to 
all its Elector's extraordinary Succeſſes. In 
May, His Electoral Highneſs march'd to l- 
„„ . lingen, 
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bien, to meet the French Succours, where he 
| was join'd by Marſhal T7 allard, who having 

paſsd the Black Forreſt, left him 9000 Men, 
and return'd the fame way he came, back tö 
the Rhine. It had been reſolv'd among the 
Confederates that the Duke of Marlborough, 
with the Engliſh and Dutch Forces ſhould march 
from the Lom-Comtries into Germany, there 
to join the Imperial Army, and with their 
United Force put an end to the Bavarian War, 
The Elector on the other fide had taken afl 
poſlibte Precantions to fecute bimfelf; and ſent 
a good Body of his Troops to make good the 
Important Poſt: of Schellemberg, near Ponawert, 
where a conſiderable Number” of the Country 
People were ſet to work, to throw vp; Lities 
for the Defence of the Place.” The Confede- 
rate Army under the Command of Prince Lemm 
of Baden and the Duke of Aartborough: being 
come to this Poſt, it was thought fir *t& lof 
no time, and accordingly gave the Attack upon 
the Lines immediately. The Action was" as 
Hot as has been known, both Parties acting 
with the utmoſt Bravery, and the Confede- 
rates were Three times repulsd, till Rating 
found a weaker Place, and which was Tels 
guarded, they broke in, and then made them- 
ſelves Maſters of the Works, the Bavarimm 
and French flying to Donawert, This Place 
being but weak, they Deſerted it the next 
Morning, and retir'd over the Danube, having 
firſt Fir'd their Magazines, and then broke the 
Bridge behind them. The Confederates im- 
mediately poſſeſs'd themfelves of the Town. 
His Electoral Highneſs underſtanding the 3 
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X feat of his Forces. and the Loſs of Donawert,

left. his ſtrong Camp between Lawingen and 
Dillingen, and * 1 himſelf along the River 
Lech, to cover his own Country. But he was 
now too weak, the Confederates paſs d not only 
the Danube but the Leck, making : an Univerſal 
Deſolation, wherever they came. Thus the 

Elector was ; oblig' d to Intrench himſelf ſteolighy 
at Ausburg, till he was there join'd by the Mar- 
hal J. . with about 200% French, when he 
broke up from thence, and repaſs d the Danube. 


The Confederates. being alſo reinfore d by the 
Army from th be Rhine, under Prince Eugene of 


Savoy, advanc towards their Enemy, Who re- 
ly'd on a Moraſs, there was betwixt them, but 
this pf paſſable, the Two Armies fooi 
engag'd. Prince Eugenc, who commanded the

/ the Left of his Enemy „where the Duke of 


Bavaria commanded in Perſon, with great Fury, 


and was received with no le $ Bravery, being

Dutch Forces under the Duke of Mar Hs 
after 2 ſharp Diſpute, bore down the French 
Horſe under Tallard, entirely ut them to the 
Rout, and made a "Mighty Slaughter. The 
French Foot thus forſaken, retir'd into the Vil- 
lage of Hoekſtet, where they made but a Poor 
Defence, and then Surtendred themſelves Pri- 
Toners of War. This Action was fo extraor- 
dinary, and there are ſo many particular Ac 
counts of it, that to deſcend to Particulars would.
